1 . The specification lacks a section entitled "Detailed Description of the Invention". 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: the specification fails to define the tee that is "flared out to an appropriate 
cylindrical diameter" and then "tapering down in a longitudinal direction, maintaining the 
constant wall thickness to an inner and outside diameter creation of a thin constant cylindrical 
tubular edge". It is noted that this language exists in the Abstract of the Disclosure, however, it 
should be added to the body of the specification such as the Detailed Description. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The originally filed specification fails to provide support for the "single constant edge, 
comparable to the blade of a knife". 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 4, the language "constant cylindrical tubular edge" is indefinite as the 
tapering of the shaft of the tee would seem to prevent the tee from being characterized as a 
cylinder. 

In claim 5, the language "comparable to the blade of a knife" is unclear in further 
defining the edge of the lower end as it is unclear exactly what characteristics of a knife blade are 
being used to further define the edge of the golf tee. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Seiki (2,01 1,203). 
Regarding claim 4, Seiki discloses a golf tee construction (1) comprising a tubular member (note 
Figures 1 and 2) that is flared out at the upper end for a golf ball to rest thereon (Figure 2). The 
tee tapers from the upper end towards the bottom end and maintains a constant wall thickness to 
define a thin constant tubular edge. 

Regarding claim 5, the lower end defines a constant edge. 

Regarding claim 6, the tapering of the tee will inherently permit the golf tees to nest. 
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Response to Arguments 

9. Applicants arguments filed July 11, 2005 have been considered but are not persuasive. 
The applicant states in his Description of the Prior Art that the tee of Seiki require the use of an 
accessory to enable the installation of the tee. This argument is not persuasive in overcoming the 
rejection because the claims fail to preclude the use of an accessory for installing the tee in the 
ground. The instant claims use the open language "comprising", thus permitting the use of 
additional structures. Further, the argument relates to the intended use. 

A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Conclusion 

10. This action is a final rejection and is intended to close the prosecution of this 
application. Applicant's reply under 37 CFR 1.1 13 to this action is limited either to an appeal to 
the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences or to an amendment complying with the 
requirements set forth below. 

If applicant should desire to appeal any rejection made by the examiner, a Notice of 
Appeal must be filed within the period for reply identifying the rejected claim or claims 
appealed. The Notice of Appeal must be accompanied by the required appeal fee of $250.00. 

If applicant should desire to file an amendment, entry of a proposed amendment after 
final rejection cannot be made as a matter of right unless it merely cancels claims or complies 
with a formal requirement made earlier. Amendments touching the merits of the application 
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which otherwise might not be proper may be admitted upon a showing a good and sufficient 
reasons why they are necessary and why they were not presented earlier. 

A reply under 37 CFR LI 13 to a final rejection must include the appeal from, or 
cancellation of, each rejected claim. The filing of an amendment after final rejection, whether or 
not it is entered, does not stop the running of the statutory period for reply to the final rejection 
unless the examiner holds the claims to be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, if a Notice 
of Appeal has not been filed properly within the period for reply, or any extension of this period 
obtained under either 37 CFR 1.136(a) or (b), the application will become abandoned.
